What  are  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  Governing  Board  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible 
College?  In  John  W.  Mason's  Association  of 
Governing  Boards  publication,  Responsibil- 
ities of  the  Governing  Board,  he  lists  eleven 
responsibilities: 

1 .  To  select  and  appoint  the  president. 

2.  To  monitor  the  president's 
performance. 

3.  To  determine  the  mission  of  the 
institution. 

4.  To  approve  long-range  plans. 

5.  To  approve  educational  programs. 

6.  To  insure  financial  solvency. 

7.  To  defend  the  autonomy  of  the 
institution. 

8.  To  enhance  the  public  standing  of 
the  institution. 

9.  To  interpret  the  community  to  the 
campus. 

10.  To  serve  as  a  court  of  final  appeal. 

H .  To  assess  their  own  performance. 

Because  of  the  peculiar  mission  of  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  to  these,  or  more 
properly,  over  these  we  must  add:  To  guard 
and  encourage  the  doctrinal  integrity  and 
the  spiritual  vitality  of  the  institution. 

The  Camegie  Commission 

The  Carnegie  Commission  in  their  book 
The  Govemance  of  Higher  Education, 

reduces  the  list  to  six  items.: 

1 .  To  hold  and  interpret  the  trust. 

2.  To  act  as  a  buffer. 

3.  To  arbitrate  internal  disputes. 

4.  To  stimulate  change. 

5.  To  be  responsible  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  campus. 

6.  To  provide  governance. 
Educational  consultant  Arthur  Frantzreb 

makes  it  just  two: 

'First,  policy  boards  have  ultimate,  non- 
transferable responsibility  for  the  procure- 
ment of  essential  financial  resources. 

Second,  boards  have  responsibility  for 
determining  as  objectively  as  is  humanly 
possible,  the  degree  of  wisdom  by  which 
existing  resources  are  managed." 

Whichever  of  the  lists  you  prefer,  the  job 
of  the  Governing  Board  boils  down  to  a  con- 
sistent sustained  pursuit  of  excellence  in  all 
of  the  organization's  activities  and  a  reason- 
able guarantee  of  continuity. 

A  Court  of  Final  Review 

The  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  Governing 
Board  is  entrusted  with  holding  the  physical 
assets  of  the  institution,  selecting  and  over- 
seeing the  administrators,  making  institu- 
tion wide  policy  decisions  and  acting  as  a 
court  of  final  review. 

The  output  from  trustees  of  the  college 


takes  the  form  of  five  basic  instruments: 

1 .  Mission  statement. 

2.  Annual  academic  plan. 

3.  Master  plan. 

4.  Annual  budget. 

5.  Policy  manuals. 

To  fulfill  their  responsibilities  for  the  func- 
tioning of  the  institution,  trustees  need  a 
continuing  flow  of  information  from  the 
president.  Specifically,  they  need  informa- 
tion concerning:  educational  program, 
quality  of  the  faculty,  students,  quality  of  the 
institution's  output  (graduates),  expendi- 
tures, campus  development,  external  rela- 
tions (public  relations)  and  internal  rela- 
tions (human  relations). 

Relating  To  The  President 

One  of  the  most  important  and  in  many 
ways  most  difficult  of  the  board  responsibil- 
ities is  its  relationship  to  the  president. 
Because  the  board  is  primarily  charged 
with  selecting  and  overseeing  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  institution's  administration,  its 
relationship  to  the  president  needs,  in  one 
dimension  at  least,  to  be  rather  formal  and 
somewhat  distant.  On  the  other  hand, 
because  the  board  members  have  more 
than  a  casual  interest  in  the  college's  wel- 
fare and  feel  keenly  their  responsibility  for 
its  integrity  and  development,  the  strongest 
instinct  of  the  board  is  to  be  encouraging, 
approving,  and  protecting  of  its  chief- 
operating-officer.  Because  no  man  is  per- 
fect, every  president  brings  to  his  job  a 
complex  mixture  of  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses. One  of  the  challenges  for  the  board 
is  to  identify  and  minimize  the  weaknesses 
and  to  help  him  exploit  his  strengths.  The 
most  difficult  and  perplexing  dilemma  the 
board  ever  faces  is  the  weighing  of  these 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  the  consid- 
eration of  action  appropriate  to  the 
circumstances. 

Ideally,  the  board  becames  a  team  just  as 
the  faculty  and  staff  do.  The  president  then 
is  the  play  maker  and  the  spark  plug  of  that 
team.

Self  Examination  is  Needed 

Another  extremely  difficult  responsibility 
of  the  Governing  Board  is  the  assessment 
of  its  own  performance.  The  board 
members  ought  to  be  asking  themselves 
regularly  what  are  their  major  responsibilities 
as  trustees?  The  answer  to  that  question 
results  naturally  in  an  equally  important 
one,  namely,  how  well  are  we  fulfilling  our 
responsibilities?  The  self-examination 
necessary  to  answer  these  questions  is  the 
final  board  responsibility.  I  have  asked 
myself  frequently,  do  we  have  the  best  pos- 
sible board  for  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College? 
Obviously,  all  boards  need  to  grow  and  get 
more  competent  with  the  passing  of  time.  1 
believe  our  board  has  grown  and  changed 
considerably  in  the  eleven  years  I  have 
been  involved  with  it.  I  trust  it  has  gotten 
better.  I  believe  it  has. 

There  are  two  primary  ingredients  in 
building  a  strong  board  of  trustees  — 
selecting  the  right  people  and  motivating 
them  to  give  the  college  a  high  priority  in 
their  lives.  We  try  hard  to  get  the  right  peo- 
ple for  our  board.  We  want  people  who 
sense  the  will  of  the  Lord  in  their  college 
involvement.  If  we  can  find  those  kind  of 
people,  the  process  of  motivating  them  is 
much  easier.  We  keep  a  profile  of  our 
board  and  as  new  members  are  cultivated 
we  strive  for  an  optimum  mix  of  profession, 
location,  denominational  representation 
(always  at  least  50%  Missionary  Church), 
age,  and  influence.  Two  things,  however, 
are  absolute  necessities  for  every  member: 
( 1 )  deep  personal  commitment  to  Jesus 
Christ  and  (2)  uncompromising  support  of 
the  Bible  College  philosophy  of  education.  I 
believe  that  every  Bible  College  board 
member  qualifies  in  these  two  areas.  In 
addition  they  are  convinced  that  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  truly  is  a  vine  of  God's 
own  planting  with  a  responsibility  to  provide 
the  very  best  education  in  an  optimum  spir- 
itual environment  for  those  laborers  prepar- 
ing for  the  most  important  work  in  the 
world.

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Demolition  of  the  old  Physical  Plant  took  place  June  1  to  make  room  for  the  new  structure. 


The  dream  of  a  new  maintenance  facility 
on  the  campus  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible  Col- 
lege is  now  a  reality!  After  several  years  of 
careful  planning,  the  governing  board 
authorized  construction  of  a  new  physical 
plant  building  at  its  spring  meeting. 

On  June  1  the  old  Physical  Plant,  that 
housed  the  FWBC  Maintenance  Depart- 
ment for  several  years,  was  brought  down 
and  cleared  away  to  make  room  for  the 
new  structure.  The  old  framework  was  one 
of  the  original  buildings  on  the  campus  of 
F^BC.  Over  the  years  the  building  was 
used  for  various  purposes.  At  one  time  it 
was  utilized  as  a  horse  barn  to  house 
"Daddy"  Ramseyer's  (first  FWBC  President) 
horse  and  buggy  —  times  have  certainly 
changed! 

The  official  groundbreaking  ceremony 
took  place  June  1  1.  FWBC  President,  Dr. 
Harvey  Bostrom,  FWBC  Board  Chairman, 
Mr.  Dale  Ferrier,  and  Maintenance  Director, 
Rev.  Eddie  Reynolds,  communicated  the 
joy  they  felt  in  breaking  ground  for  the  new 
facility.  Eddie  Reynolds  shared  Psalm  100 
and  expressed  how  good  God  truly  is!  The 
Maintenance  Director  spoke  of  how  thank- 
ful he  was  that  a  dream  was  coming  true.
